We’re Not The Jet Set (1977). 
Actor Robert Duvall 

directed this documentary 
about a tough and robust 
Nebraska farmer and patriarch, 
his wife, six sons and two 
daughters. Duvall shows the 
daily life on the 12,000-acre 
Peterson farm, which is still a 
fairly rugged existence, cross- 
cutting with scenes at the 
rodeos, where the Peterson 
sons excel and with other 
scenes of unexpected candor. 
86 minutes. 


11 x 14 (1976). Directed by 
James Benning, this film chal- 
lenges the narrative imagina- 
tion of the viewer: A bizarre 
chronicle of an unexplained 
voyage through the Midwest, 
composed of as many discreet 
story fragments as there are 
shots—certain shots suggesting 
connections that may or may 
not exist, and the whole fabric 
suggesting a ‘’key’’ to which 
there may be no lock. Intrigu- 
ing, humorous and highly 
original. 83 minutes.
